The 
latter also gives-details of the murder of 
Dry. Freyland, of the NorWegian Tuther 
Mission, The Iaxt information. publiahed j 
in thexe columns wasa brief mexsage that 
the Misses Black bad arrived safely at 
Fancheng. The letter, whieh ix dated 
March 22; states that all are safe and well.

Miss Black says thas White Wolf and his 
land visited Laohokow m the sth ultimo. 
The ‘nhahitents were startled hy the sound 
of Gring about 6 o'clock! in the morning.

Chinese belper was serit.from the tission 
hotse« to a place ahout. a ji distant ta 
ascertain, if he could. what the trouble 
wae.

Dr. Fréyland, of the Norwegim Luther

had faund a place cf refuge for his family, 
and he kindly offered to share the retreat 
with the foreign minsionaries, Other offers 
of shelter were ulxo made to them, and 
they decided to joi the evangelist, and 
chairs were ordered.
